The number 
of new ways for getting a man into 
iiiil is anrprising. . Wisconsin has 
its "eugenic law," which makcg it a 
I'l.'lony for a couple to marry with- 
out underftoiPK a physical examlna- 
thniv The HIino!.-' I..€Klslature, at' 
its present aeesion, will gravely con- 
sider the passage of a similar crim- 
inal sutute. Other States are be- 
ing asked In pass laws making It a 
felony for a citizen to have any li- 
quor in his home, even for medical 
purposes. One State has a l.iw 
against dancinK the tango. The In- 
diana anti-cigarette law never has 
been repealed, and the State ha8, ,a8 
a resalt, several hundred thousand 
perfectly Kood dtiaens who could be 
arrested und sent to Jail any day. 
Perhaps the most striking develop- 
ment of our (iovernnient is that llie 
laws are not made by all the people 
nor by representatlv.es of the peo- 
ple, but by small cliques, highly or- 
ganised and tremendously energis- 
ed over parttaalar questions. These 
cliques are determined to force their 
views upon the whole people, wliiie 
at the same time other cliques are 
forcing views on other questions 
upon them. The question is nev<>r 
asked whether the supposf^d offenses 
against the communis are as bad as 
the penaltlea inflicted. There seems 
to be In the air a mania to And new 
ways of imprisoning American citi- 
sens, and vet.

4. ■ Contrary 
to the popular impression that mod 
em wars result in a greater number 
of deaths than those of the past, the 
very opposite Is tme, aeaardlag to 
aa article reprodaoed la the Tljd 
It la polated oat Aat thIa ia largely 
due to the progress in aurgery, the 
use of efflcacious antiseptics, the 
great development of modern army 
sanitation, and the high efficiency 
of the medical troom. 

Bat the greater degree la clvllisa- 
tloa and the aHaloaoa.gonardty ot 
a hi^ly devalovad haaaaitartaa' 
Ism have also h«10ad to reduce the 
numbers of deiid of the battlefield, 
it is stateil. In antiquity prisoners 
of war were rarely takim -the mas- 
sacre followed the battle and when 
males were carried into slavery they 
graarally were not part of the de- 
fiia*si|''aniiy bat nMaben of the 
civil population ot the eanntry which 
had been invaded. ' 

At Cannea. the Carthaginians, 
for instance, lost only Ti.oOd, liut 
killed 70,0110 ilomans, or ahtiut 
eighty per cent, of tho entire force 
which opposed them. The Romans, 
on the other bead, suffered only a 
loss of 1,400 dead In tha hatUe ot 
Cheronea, but massacred 110,000 of 
the enem.v — ninety per cent, of the 
army they had defeated. 

During the .Middle A^es this state 
of affairs continued. Wounded and 
captives were killed without mercy, 
and the cltioa whoae entire popOla- 
tion was pat to the sword were 
many. Durlas the Thirty Years' 
War a similar ferocity prevailed, but 
an improvement began to make it- 
self felt in the "de<'iination" of pris- 
oners of war. The captured soldiers 
were stood in line and then every 
tenth man waa executed, uaually 
hanged on a nearby tree, with some 
sort of accident govamlag who the 
Hrst "tenth" victim should be. Now 
and then it became necessary to ap- 
ply this cruel system of selection us 
a measure of discipline to on»?'s own 
troops, generally wlieu a mutiny had 
to be coped with and the men refus- 
ed to say who their ringleaders 
were.
